In response, applicant points out that at least some of the independent claims (e.g. 
Claims 48 and 40) are not necessarily limited to at least the emphasized features that the 
Examiner has highlighted above Just by way of example, at least some of applicant's 
independent claims are not necessarily limited to a "complexity metric {thai] is dependent 
on a computer file, level of nesting of embedded computer tiles, an initial attempt to scan 
said computer file which exceeded a predetermined time and a level of utilization of local 
processor," as the Examiner notes In addition, at least some of applicant's independent 
claims do not specifically state a technique "wherein an amount of said complexity 
metric that exceeds the predetermined threshold determines a number of tasks into which 
said on-access mahvare scan is divided,'' as the Examiner further notes 

Clearly, at least some of the independent claims are not necessarily limited to the 
features that the Examiner has noted above in the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance, as emphasized above ("by way of example only). Instead, each of the claims 
should only be limited by the language existing therein.
